Urged to dump Kissinger 
Ford reassessing strategy in wake of Reagan gains 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President Ford, who is being urged by Republican con­ 
gressional leaders to dump Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and go after the 
Wallace vote in order to fend off Ronald Reagan, still expects to win the COP 
nomination on the first ballot. 
At a strategy meeting Wednesday night, the congressional leaders expressed the 
feeling that Kissinger should be fired because he is a nemesis to conservative 
Republicans and to most Democrats. 
Meanwhile, Ford’s chief spokesman said today that the current reassessment of 
his campaign against Reagan was not born out of panic. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen made the comments after announcing 
Wednesday that Ford and his top political advisers are reassessing campaign 
strategy in the wake of Reagan’s primary victories in Texas, Indiana, Georgia and 
Alabama. 
“ I don’t want you to think that the review that is going on now is something out of 
the ordinary,” Nessen told a news briefing today. “ It is going on constantly.” 
Democrats talking 
unity while Ford, 
Reagan slug it out

Suddenly, in a reversal of nearly all 
campaign predictions, Dem ocratic 
presidential candidates are talking party 
unity while President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan knuckle down for a summer-long 
fight for the GOP nomination. 
Jim m y Carter, way out front in the 
Democratic race, is calling for unity in 
talks with party leaders. He has talked 
by telephone this week with Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, New York Gov. Hugh Carey 
and New York Mayor Abe Beame. 
Two of Carter’s remaining opponents, 
Morris Udall and George Wallace, said 
they would support Carter if he’s 
nominated. It was the first such declara­ 
tion from Wallace, who earlier termed 
the form er Georgia governor “ a 
wa rjned-o ve r 
(S e n . 
G e o rg e ) 
McGovern ” 
Udall, still struggling to keep his 
chances alive, told a Washington news 
conference Wednesday there will be “ no 
blood on the floor” once the nomination 
is decided. 
“ We’re not going to screw it up the 
way we did in ’68 and ’72,” Udall said. 
“ We’re going to win one for a change.” 
While the Democrats talked peace, 
Ford forecast a “ tough race” but stres­ 
sed he was confident of victory in 
August’s GOP convention at Kansas 
City. Reagan expressed doubt that either 
will win on the first ballot. 
“ If neither of them makes it on the 
first or second ballot,” predicted Sen. 
Howard Baker, R-Tenn., "you can look 
for the awfullest bloodletting you’ve seen 
at a Republican convention in years and 
years and decades and decades.” 
Baker, who gained wide attention as 
vice chairman of the Senate Watergate 
Committee, said he will enter the race 
himself if a nominee isn’t produced on an

Askoi what changes might be made in Ford’s campaign, Nessen replied he 
couldn’t say there would be any. but that “ obviously, if you're running for public of­ 
fice, you don’t telegraph your strategy.” 
Reagan predicted Wednesday that his late victories would at the least keep Ford 
from winning the nomination on the first ballot at the Kansas City GOP convention in 
August. 
“ He believes he will win on the first ballot.” Nessen said. 
Wednesday’s announcement said Ford’s campaign officials want to help him do a 
“ better selling job” on the accomplishments of his administration. 
Aides expect some shifts in strategy in the format of appearances, scheduling, and 
exposure to voters, aimed at regaining momentum for the President. 
But. they said. Ford is not expected to change his positions on the issues with his 
eyes “ on the ballot box.” 
Ford expressed disappointment over Tuesday s losses to Reagan in Indiana, 
Georgia and Alabama, but remained confident he will be nominated at the 


Republican iNational Convention in Kansas City in August. 
White House strategists blamed Ford’s defeats on a failure “ to explain his accom­ 
plishments” and on Reagan’s direct mailing campaign, which they said enticed 
George Wallace’s supporters to cross over to the GOP challenger. 
The President “ took the results calmly,” the adviser said, adding that “ everyone 
had their act together” and there was urgency but no panic at the White House. 
Ford and his campaign manager, Rogers Morton, also were expected to lean on the 
party faithful a little harder to rally behind him in the remaining primaries. Six are 
in states where Democrats can vote in GOP primaries— Michigan, Montana, New 
Jersey, Arkansas, Tennessee and Idaho. 
Ford told reporters he believes he has yet to get across the message of his 
accomplishments the past two years. 
“ I believe that we have a good program, we have straightened out the economy, we 
are on our way to real progress as far as prosperity is concerned,” Ford said. 
Ford leaves Friday on a two-day campaign trip to Nebraska and Missouri.

Ford — now trailing Reagan in com­ 
mitted delegate votes as a result of the 
challenger’s victories the past few days 
in Texas, Georgia, Alabama and Indiana 
— told reporters he feels he hasn’t got 
the message of his accomplishments 
across to the voters. 
"W e have restored confidence and in­ 
tegrity in the White House, so our job ap­ 
parently is to do a better job of selling it 
and we intend to do It,” Ford said. 
New Ham pshire Gov. M eldrim 
Thomson, claiming the GQP would 
“ commit national suicide with the Ford- 
Kissinger team,” urged his fellow 
Republican governors to ask Ford to 
withdraw as a candidate. Several of 
those governors a few weeks ago asked 
Reagan to quit. 
Reagan campaigned Wednesday for 
next Tuesday’s Nebraska primary and 
scheduled a round of Louisiana ap­ 
pearances today. Ford heads west F ri­ 
day for two days of campaigning in 
Nebraska and Missouri. 
A Humphrey aide said the Minnesota 
senator, who decided last week against 
entering the Democratic race, will 
refrain from endorsing anyone as long as 
there’s more than one active candidate 
for the nomination. 
California Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
opened a second four-day campaign sw­ 
ing through Maryland. Last week, in his 
first campaign effort outside California, 
Brown attracted large crowds and 
numerous endorsements for the May 18 
primary. 
Carter has reacted by beefing up his 
advertising campaign and scheduling 
more Maryland appearances.

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Third World offered 
antipoverty program 


NAIRO BI. Kenya (U P I) — Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger today of­ 
fered the Third World a sweeping pro­ 
gram to combat poverty that could mean 
higher prices for U.S. and other Western 
consumers. 
K is s in g e r spoke to the U N. 
Conference on Trade and Development, 
then flew to Paris at the end of a six- 
nation, 13-day African tour. He planned 
to return to the United States Friday. 
In his 10.000-word address, which drew 
warm applause from many of the 4.600 
delegates, Kissinger proposed establish­ 
ment of a $1 billion international 
resources barde to encourage investment 
in development of raw m aterials 
resources in poor countries. 
He also announced U.S. willingness to 
participate in an international stockpile 
program to guard against wild fluctua­ 
tions in commodity prices. He proposed 
establishment of a privately financed 
“ technology corps” to train Third World 
workers, and increased financial aid. 


Experts in the U.S. delegation said the 
full program, if enacted, could result in 
slightly higher prices for consumers in 
industrialized nations, including the 
United States, for some of the things 
they buy. 
They said some U.S. government agen­ 
cies opposed this aspect of the program, 
but the State Department view prevai­ 
led. One expert called the program “ an 
insurance policy to bring stability to the 
world’s economy.” 
Kissinger predicted in an interview 
with the three American television 
networks that debate over his proposals 
"could become quite acrimonious here ” 


He said the Soviet Union might not 
support the program, but would have “ no 
means of blocking it” because Soviet 
financial support is not essential. 


Kissinger said his program tells the 
Third World nations "they should get off 
the slogans and get to work on a concrete 
program.” 


HHH says Brown may win 
Maryland; Albert agrees 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - Hubert 
Humphrey said today Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. might win the May 18 Maryland 
primary, and House Speaker Carl Albert 
said the California governor is the only 
one who can stop Jimmy Carter. 
Brown, who is making his only out-of- 
state effort for the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination, was described by 
Humphrey as a “ fresh face." 
“ I think Brown will do very well and 
most likely will win in Maryland,” said 
the Minnesota senator and one-time 
potential candidate himself. 
Albert, asked if Brown is the only 
Democrat left who could stop Carter, 
replied, “ Yes.” Later, Albert told 
reporters Brown is "an attractive and 
astute young man ” 
At a congressional breakfast meeting 
for Brown, Humphrey told reporters he 
based his opinion on “ conversations with 
several Maryland friends,” but refused 
to say who 
Humphrey has close ties to the 
Maryland Democratic leadership, most 
of which is supporting Brown, in part at 
least to stop front-runner Jim m y Carter. 
Carter and Gov. Marvin Mandel have 
been at odds for years since both were 
active in governors’ conferences. 
When asked what effect Brown might 
have on his own presidential hopes,

Prospects for an early selection of an 
exclusive bargaining representative for 
teachers dimmed today as tripartite 
negotiations broke down 
Representatives of Lompoc Education 
Association, Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers and Lompoc Unified School 
District Board of Trustees all agreed 
that the selection of an exclusive 
representative probably would have to 
wait until sometime next fall. 
The breakdown of negotiations Tues­ 
day night raised a cloud over current 
salary and fringe benefit negotiations, 
and raised other questions bristling 
around faltering efforts to implement 
the state’s first collective bargaining law 
for school employes. 
Some answers were expected today 
when the trustees meet in special session 
to review the situation. Supt. Clarence 
Bloom is expected to make a number of 
recom m endations on the contest 
between LEA and LFT to be named the 
exclusive agent, based on negotiation ef­ 
forts by Assistant Supt Alice Milligan. 
Milligan, chief negotiator for the 
board, echoed the pessimism of LEA and 
LFT officials who issued separate 
statements for their respective organiza­ 
tions 
Both LEA and LFT have filed claims 
to representing a m ajority of the 
teachers for purposes of collective 
bargaining that will get under way after 
July I. 
M illigan said the breakdown of 
negotiations aimed at a resolution of the 
issue probably doomed an election until 
sometime in the fall. 
The three parties had sought agree­ 
ment tm procedural matters that would 
have cleared the way for a “ consent" 
election on May 24. With that possibility 
dead, apparently, the question of 
procedural matters will be dropped into 
the lap of the new Education Employe 
Relations Board (E E R B ). And all signs 
out of Sacramento indicate E E R B will 
be so swamped with requests for rulings 
that an election for the local district will 
be a long time in coming 
In the case of Lompoc Unified School 
District, the breakdown came over the 
question of whether adult education 
teachers should be included in bargain­ 


ing units. The district labeled about half 
of the district’s adult education teachers, 
"casual employes on call as needed ” 
Some of the teachers work as little as 30 
hours a year, according to Milligan. 


The lines of disagreement on the ques­ 
tion were clear and LEA and Milligan 
apparently agreed to ask E E R B for a 
ruling on the question while LFT argued 
that the adult education teachers were 
properly within the jurisdiction of a 
bargaining unit. LFT was adamant on 
the question: "Even though LFT strong­ 
ly favors the consent election process, 
LFT will not abandon the represen­ 
tational rights of teachers just for the 
sake of a quick election ” 


A flyer published by LFT yesterday 
said the organization’s action was based 
on the “ general philosophy that all 
teaching employes of LUSD should be 
represented.” 


LFT was in agreement that an election 
this school year appeared doomed: 
“ After LFT. LEA and the district met 
four times in the last eight days, it ap­ 
pears that an election for the exclusive 
bargaining agent is not possible this 
school year,” 


LFT laid the blame for the breakdown 
on the question of whether to include 
adult education teachers. 


In a flyer published this morning, LEA 
declared: “ LEA left the meeting with 
little hope remaining for a consent elec­ 
tion this spring. It seems especially dis­ 
appointing since all parties had reached 
conditional agreement on all positions 
but one. adult education teachers. LEA 
was interested in seeing adult education 
teachers represented by the bargaining 
agent, but was willing to exclude them 
for the time being because of the dis­ 
trict’s offer to seek and abide by a ruling 
from E E R B on their inclusion.” 


Carol Linger, chief negotiator on the 
issue for LEA and the incoming LEA 
president, said the action by LEA was 
not intended to be criticism of LFT

Wholesale 
prices in 
.8% leap 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Wholesale 
prices leaped 0.8 per cent in April, 
propelled by the biggest increase in farm • 
and food prices in a year, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The increase, reflecting a nearly 
double-digit annual rate of 9.6 per cent, 
brought an abrupt end to a virtual five- 
month lull in the wholesale market. But 
administration economists insisted it did 
not mean that inflation is heating up 
again. 
President Ford s chief economic ad­ 
viser. William Seidman, said in an inter­ 
view the increase was “ in the range of 
our expectations.” He noted the ad­ 
ministration had never anticipated 
prices to continue at the low levels es­ 
tablished in the first quarter of 1976. 
Acknowledging the increases may pose 
im m ediate problem s for F o rd ’s 
economic policies in the presidential 
race, Seidman nonetheless reported that 
a new administration analysis of long- 
range trends show inflation will be “ at or 
below our estimate (of 6 per cent) for the 
year.” 
“ We can’t expect that every quarter is 
going to be better,” he said. 
Administration economists do not ex­ 
pect farm price increases to exceed 3 or 
4 per cent this year, Seidman noted. But 
industrial prices are bound to soar in the 
next few months as the result of an­ 
nounced increases in metals and wood 
products. 
Led by livestock, eggs and green cof­ 
fee. farm prices rose a hefty 4.2 per 
cent after declining sharply the previous 
three months. Processed food and feed 
prices rose 1.9 per cent — the biggest 
rise since November. 1974. 
Combined farm and processed food 
prices rose 2.8 per cent. Not since April, 
1975. have these prices taken such a 
large leap. 
Despite already announced future 
price increases for steel, aluminum, cop­ 
per, lead and some wood products, in­ 
dustrial prices rose a slight 0.3 per cent 
during March. Metal prices began to 
heat up slightly in April, but wood prices 
dropped 


The Wholesale Price Index in April 
stood at 181.3. up 5.3 per cent from a year 
ago. That means that wholesale goods 
costing 8100 in 1967 now cost 8181.30 The 
index for farm products was 8.6 per cent 
higher than a year ago, and for industrial 
goods it was up 6.1 per cent. 


Although the administration has not 
wavered in its prediction of 6 per cent in­ 
flation this year, recent developments in 
the wholesale market mean the good 
economic news of the first quarter of 
1976 probably cannot be duplicated again 
before the November election. 


Wholesale prices increased a slight 0.2 
in March after declines in January and 
February. A similar lull in consumer 
prices and a downward trend in un­ 
employment also were expected to be 
reversed during April. 


The 4.2 per cent jump in farm prices 
was the biggest since last May, despite 
lower prices for grains, live poultry and 
fluid milk. The biggest farm price in­ 
crease was for livestock, which was ex­ 
pected to continue climbing in the 
months ahead.

Hughes' kin 
call will fake 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI) - 
Relatives of Howard Hughes, 
and the Summa Corp., which 
holds most of his fortune, pres­ 
sed separate legal attacks in 
three states today on his pur­ 
ported will, calling it a “ rank 
forgery.” 
One group of claimants said 
the will could be a hoax like the 
phony Hughes autobiography 
written by Clifford Irving. 
Another demanded an F B I in­ 
vestigation and lie detector 
tests. 
Action is pending in courts in 
Los Angeles, Las Vegas and 
Wilmington, Del., where Sum­ 
ma reportedly won a key legal 
victory, putting an allied 
Hughes’ relative in control of 
the firm. 
Paul Frees, an attorney 
representing three sisters who 
said they are distant cousins of 
Hughes, said a handwriting ex­ 
pert they hired examined the 
will Wednesday and declared it 
“ a rather poor forgery - in 
fact you might say it is a rank 
forgery ” 
W A Jones, an investigator 
representing three distant cou­ 
sins, filed an appeal to delay a 
probate hearing scheduled here 
for May 21. and urged the FB I 
to determine if ‘‘interstate 
fraud and forgery had been 
committed.” 
Jones called on Melvin Dum- 
mar, the Utah gas station 
operator named in the docu­ 


ment to receive a multimillion 
dollar share, to submit to lie 
detector tests.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sup­ 
porters of a vetoed bill to 
finance new federal standards 
for day care centers plan to let 
tempers cool and then seek a 
compromise to keep the facili­ 
ties from closing down. 
The Senate Wednesday failed 
by three votes to override 
President Ford’s veto of the 
child day care center bill. The 
vote was 60-34. A two-thirds 
majority is required to enact 
the bill over a presidential veto. 
The House earlier voted 301 
to 101 to override. Since taking 
office, Ford has vetoed 48 bills 
but Congress has been able to 
override only eight of them. 
The measure would have 
authorized $125 million to help 
day care centers around the 
country meet the costs of new 
federal staffing standards and 
state-imposed health and safety 
regulations. 
Sen. Russell Long, D-La., 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee and floor manager 
of the bill, said he planned “ to 
let passions subside for a few 
days, then we will try to come 
up with a compromise bill to 
deal with this problem.” 
Long added, “ We certainly 
don’t want to deny the child 
care that is vital to so many 
thousands of small children 
whose parents must work.’’ 
The centers involved are 
those which qualify for federal 
aid due to enrollm ent of 
poverty-level children. Advo­ 
cates said centers now serving 
thousands of poor children 
would be forced to close 
without the federal money. 


A Delaware Court granted a 
request by Summa to place 
William Lummis of Houston, 
Hughes’ cousin, in charge of 
Summa, the Los Angeles Times 
reported today. 
The move would be a victory 
for the management of Summa, 
apparently allied with the 
Gano-Lummis family, in oppos­ 
ing a takeover by Noah 
Dietrich, the executor named in 
the hand written “ w ill” found 
in the Salt Lake City headquar­ 
ters of the Mormon church last 
week. 
Summa, incorporated in 
Delaware, appealed to the 
Chancery Court in Wilmington 
Tuesday, arguing that' Dela­ 
ware law should decide the con­ 
flicting claims to control of the 
corporation while the fate of 
Hughes’ estate is in doubt. 
The appeal argued that Sum­ 
ma and others believe that the 
purported will “ is not genuine,” 
and the court granted the 
request to give temporary con­ 
trol to Lum m is, the Los 
Angeles Times reported, quot­ 
ing “ sources in Wilmington.” 
Summa headquarters in Los 
Angeles confirmed that the 
request had been made, but not 
that it had been granted, nor the 
accusation that the will is a 
fake.

CHARLESTON. W.Va. (U FI) 
— West Virginia Republican 
Gov. Arch Moore, exonerated 
Wednesday of a federal extor­ 
tion charge by a seven-woman, 
five-man jury, said he never 
lost confidence that an innocent 
verdict would be returned. 


“ We came in here two weeks 
ago quite confident and that 
confidence never did leave us,’ 
Moore said, his voice quavering 
with emotion moments after 
the verdict was handed down. 


'Hie governor and his former 
aide. William Loy. 44, were 
found innocent of charges they 
conspired to extort $25,(KH) from 
the former president of a now- 
bankrupt loan company empire 
“ It s a circumstance that 
never should have occurred, 


Moore said, referring to the in­ 
dictment. 
As he spoke to cheering sup­ 
porters on the first floor of the 
federal court building, Moore 
tightly held the hands of his 
wife and daughter, both fighting 
back tears. 
Moore was only the fourth 
governor in the nation to be in­ 
dicted while in office. Both he 
and Loy could have been 
sentenced to 20 years in prison 
and fined $10,000 if convicted 
The govepiment’s chief wit­ 
ness was Theodore Price, 
former president of Diversified 
M o u n tain eer 
C o rp ., 
who testified he delivered three 
sums of money to Moore at his 
Capitol office in 1972 in return 
for a bank charter that was 
never granted

The supplemental report, 
prepared by the staff of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee, 
was titled “ The F B I’s Covert 
Action Program to Destroy the 
Black Panther P a rty.’’ It 
catalogued F B I tactics ranging 
from anonymous hate letters 
and scurrilous propaganda to 
fingering black leaders for kill­ 
ing by one side or the other. 
Inform ation on the F B I 
“ marking” the Chicago apart­ 
ment where two Black Panther 
leaders were killed during a 
raid apparently was not for­ 
warded at the time to the 
Chicago 
D istrict Attorney 
investigating the F B I’s role in 
the operation. 
Then director J. Edgar 
Hoover decided in September, 
1968, the report said, that the 
Black Panther Party constitut­ 
ed “ the greatest threat to the 
internal security of the coun­ 
try.” By the following year the 
party was “ the primary focus” 
for 233 of 295 actions against 
“ black nationalists.” 
The report said the F B I used 
anonymous notes and infor­ 
mants to sow dissension be­ 
tween rival black groups, and 
glowing tributes were cited 
between field offices and FBI 
headquarters when covert oper­ 
ations resulted in violence. 
Art Jefferson, the committee 
staff member who compiled the 
report, told reporters that in­ 
vestigations showed F B I cov­ 
ert actions against rival black 
groups “ clearly were aimed at 
continuing the conflict — to 
keep them busy fighting each 
other.” 
F B I 
intrigues extended 
across the country and even to 
the Algerian capital of Algiers 
to disrupt the activities of E l­ 
dridge Cleaver and other exiles 
living there and in Europe 
Jane Fonda and other enter­ 
tainment 
personalities “ who 
spoke in favor of Panther goals 
or associated with B PP mem­ 
bers became the targets of FBI 
programs,” the report said. 
The FBI even disrupted free

PHILADELPHIA (U PI) - 
The only judge in McKean 
County, Pa , has stopped white 
families from adopting black, 
Vietnamese and Korean or­ 
phans. 
“ It s great when they’re little 
pickaninnies,” 
County Court 
Judge William F. Potter said 
publicly. “ They’re cute and 
everybody’s a do-gooder. But 
what about when they’re older, 
when they’re 14 or 15?” 
“ I don’t think ifs proper,” he 
said in refusing to finalize any 
adoptions of nonwhite children 
by white families. 
A state judicial regulatory 
agency is investigating the 
judge. 
Potter, 50, a former district 
attorney, is the sole judge of the 
northwestern Pennsylvania 
county and therefore, responsi­ 
ble for finalizing all adoptions. 
“ There’s never been any 
room in our lives for prejudice. 
I don’t think Judge Potter 
should have thqt control over 
someone’s life,’’ said one 
woman who, with her husband,

Boyd, winding up a whirlwind 
visit to Colombia to seek 
renewed support for his coun­ 
try’s claims on the canal, said 
Panama was worried about 
Reagan’s recent primary victo­ 
ries and his statements that he 
would keep the canal forever 
and defend it with troops if 
necessary. 
Boyd held two hours of talks 
on the Panama Canal issue with 
Colombian President Alfonso 
Lopez Michelsen and Foreign 
Minister Indalecio Lievano 
Aguirre Wednesday night after 
arriving in Colombia unan­ 
nounced. 
“ President Ford has reaf­ 
firmed that the United States 
has a solemn undertaking to 
negotiate a new canal treaty 
and those negotiations are 
proceeding normally.” 
Boyd 
said. “ Reagan has said he will 
not return the Canal Zone and 
least of all under the threat of a 
dictator like (Gen 
Omar) 
Torrijos. 


“ Candidate Reagan, when he 
is talking about international 
policy matters and especially 
about those related to the 


Panama Canal, talks like a jolly 
cowboy who doesn’t appear to 
have gone to school nor have 
much knowledge about present 
foreign policy affairs.” Boyd 
said. 
The Panamanian leader dis­ 
missed Reagan s campaign as 
“ cheap electioneering” and 
said the candidate doesn t know 
the first thing about interna­ 
tional treaties. 
Boyd called Reagan an ex­ 
treme right reactionary who 
constitutes a threat not only for 
the Panamanian cause, but also 
for the legitimate aspirations of 
Latin America in its relations 
with the United States.” 
But he acknowledged that the 
canal issue in the presidential 
campaign had complicated the 
task of the American negotiat­ 
ing team headed by Ellsworth 
Bunker, now re-evaluating its 
position on an island off the 
Panamanian coast.

First recipes from the tea table at the Jam es Haven 
home where refreshm ents w ere served following the 
recent historical hom es tour of Lompoc Museum are 
for homemade breads. Made by Mrs. Haven from an 
old recipe, the origin unknown, it is called 


Three Grain Bread 
6-7 cups white or wheat flour (stone ground if you 
can find it) 
1 cup white cornm eal 
2'z tsp. salt 


1 1 tsp. baking soda 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
*4 cup soft butter 
2 cups hot tap w ater (120 degrees) 


12 cup honey 
2 cups cooked brow n r ic e , co oled to room 
tem perature 
1 egg beaten 
In a large bowl, thoroughly mix 2 cups flour, cor­ 
nmeal. salt, baking soda and undissolved dry yeast. 
Add butter. Gradually add hot tap w ater and honey to 
dry ingredients and beat two m inutes. Add Mi cup flour 
and beat two more minutes. 
Stir in rice and enough additional flour to make stiff 
dough Turn out onto lightly floured board, knead until 
smooth and elastic, about ten m inutes. Place in 
greased bowl, turning to grease top. Cover and let rise 
in warm place free from drafts, until doubled in bulk, 
about one hour. 
Punch dough down, turn onto floured board and 
divide into two (for two large round loaves) or three 
parts for three. Let rest 15 minutes. Roll each piece 
into desired shape. If round loaves, place on greased 
baking sheet. You may also bake in regular loaf pans. 
Cover and let rise in warm, draft-free place until 
doubled in bulk again. Brush tops with beaten egg and 
bake at 375 degrees 35 m inutes or until done. Rem ove 
from baking containers and cool on wire racks. 
Since this recipe contains rice and cornm eal having 
little gluten, the bread is heavy and m ore com pact in 
texture than m ost breads. This offers a texture con­ 
trast to soft foods. 
Consulting an old Betty Crocker cookbook. Corrine 
(Mrs. E a rl) Christensen used the following recipes for 
her contributions of the day. 


Unbleached White Bread 
2 pkg. active dry yeast 


*2 cup warm water (not hot) 
1^4 cups lukewarm milk 
6-7 cups sifted (unbleached) flour (as needed) 
3 tbsp, sugar or honey 
1 tbsp, salt 
2 tbsp, soft shortening 
In m ixing bowl, dissolve yeast in warm w ater. Add 
scalded milk, half the flour, sugar (or honey), salt and 
shortening. Beat with spoon until smooth and batter 
falls from spoon in “ sheets." Using your hand, mix in 
enough of the remaining flour until dough cleans the 
bowl. 
Turn out onto lightly floured board. Cover and let 
rest 10-15 minutes. Knead until smooth and blistered, 
about IO m inutes. Place in greased bowl, turning once 
to bring greased side up. Cover with a cloth and let rise 
in warm place (85 degrees) until double in bulk, about 
one hour If kitchen is cool, place dough on a rack over 
a bowl of hot w ater and cover com pletely with a towel. 
Punch down, cover and let rise again until alm ost 


double, about 30 m inutes. Divide into two parts. Round 
up and let rest 10-15 m inutes. Shape into loaves, place 
in greased loaf pans, sealed edge down. 
Cover with cloth and let rise until sides reach top of 
pan and center is w ell rounded, 50-60 m inutes. T est by 
touching at center — if slight indentation rem ains, 
loaves are ready to bake. Be careful that loaves do not 
raise too much. 
I 
Heat oven to 425 degrees. P lace loaves in center of 
oven, not touching each other or sides of oven. Bake 25- 
30 m inutes or until a deep golden brown. Tap to test 
doneness — loaf should sound hollow. Im m ediately 
rem ove bread from pans. Cool on racks. 
Although the original recipe calls for plain white 
flour, Corrine substitutes the unbleached to m ake a 
firm er, more tasty bread. 
Her second recipe is for 


Anadama Bread 


^4 cup boiling water 


>2 cup yellow cornm eal 
3 tbsp, soft shortening 
Mi cup honey 
2 tsp. salt 
Mi cup warm (not hot) water 
I pkg. active dry yeast

2Mi cups sifted unbleached white flour 
Stir together in large m ixer bowl, boiling water, cor­ 
nmeal. shortening, honey and salt. Cool to lukewarm . 
D issolve yeast, add with egg and half the flour to 
lukewarm m ixture. Beat two m inutes at m edium 
speed on m ixer, or 300 vigorous strokes by hand. 
(Corrine beats this by hand.) 
Scrape sides and bottom of bowl frequently. Add 
remaining flour and blend in with spoon until smooth. 
Spread batter evenly in greased loaf pan. It w ill be 
sticky. Smooth out by flouring hand and patting into 
shape. 
Let rise in warm place (85 degrees) until batter 
reaches top of pan, about iv* hours. If kitchen is cool, 
place dough on a rack over bowl of hot w ater and cover 
com plete with towel. 
Heat oven to 375 degrees and bake 50 m inutes or less. 
To test loaf, tap the top crust — it should sound hollow. 
Crust will be a dark brown. Im m ediately rem ove from 
pan and cool. Makes one loaf. 
C o n in e s substitutions here are unbleached flour in­ 
stead of plain white, honey instead of m olasses. She 
considers m olasses too strong although som e persons 
prefer this taste. 
The name of this bread is said to com e from a New 
England fisherm an whose lazy w ife alw ays served him 
cornmeal mush and m olasses. One day, tired of the 
sam e cornm eal mush for dinner, he m ixed it with flour 
and yeast and baked it as bread, m uttering "Anna, 
damn her."

Frost, a limited growth ad­ 
vocate who has opposed impor­ 
tation of state water on the 
grounds of high cost and its in­ 
ducement to further rapid 
growth, said he was going to de­ 
mand that Bollay gave up the 
chairmanship due to a conflict 
of interest. 
Frost erupted after Bollay 
filed a lengthy report with the 
supervisors Monday as a 
private citizen that criticized 
the water moratorium in 
Goleta Valley as adding con­ 
siderably to the property tax 
burden there, a claim that was 
disputed by Frost, Dr. William 
Wallace. Goleta County Water 
District chairman, and others. 
Bollay found himself under 
fire for putting before the 
supervisors — where he seems 
to have a majority in sympathy 
with his views at times — a 
report which it was felt he 
should have put through the 


committee initially. 
F r o s t c la im e d Bollay 
shouldn’t head such a commit­ 
tee anyway as Bollay owns land 
in Goleta Valley which would 
become much more valuable 
with advent of State water.

The fifth day of May had 
special meaning on the Allan 
Hancock College campus this 
year. Three colorful Japanese 
“streamers” were flown above 
the campus in the tradition of 
the Japanese celebration of 
“Boy’s Day.”

In 
Japan, the carp fish is con­ 
sidered to have great strength 
and endurance. March 3 is 
“Girl’s Day,” and is celebrated 
with a different ceremony. 
The streamers found their 
way to the Allan Hancock 
College campus as a result of 
an accident that claimed the 
lives of two young Allan Han­ 
cock College students last fall. 
The 
s tu d e n t s , 
M anabu 
Shimoyama and Yoichi Mat- 
suoka. both 21, were killed in an 
automobile accident while 


returning from Los Angeles to 
obtain airline tickets for their 
return flight to Japan. 


Both were students of 
Marianne Rogers, a reading 
and study skills instructor at 
the college 
Students in her 
classes mourned the untimely 
death of their friends by placing 
flowers on the desk of the 
deceased students daily for the 
remainder of the semester. The 
day and evening classes also 
contributed funds to an Indian 
orphanage in South Dakota as a 
means of establishing a living 
memorial to Manabu and 
Yoichi. 


Mrs. Shimoyama came to 
America to attend the funeral 
of her son, Manabu, and at the 
time met Mrs, Rogers and 
some of her son’s classmates. 
She was so deeply touched by 
their sympathy and love of her 
son that when she returned to 
Japan she sent the carp 
streamers as a “small gift” of 
appreciation 


In a letter to Mrs. Rogers, 
Mrs. Shimoyama wrote: “It is 
my pleasure to have known 
those of Allan Hancock 
College 
I thought that my 
son was very lucky to study at 
your college, although it was 
for such a brief time. 
“If I should have another son, 
I would not hesitate to send him 
to Allan Hancock College. I 
shall never fail to bear brilliant­ 
ly and forever in my heart for 
your college and my son.” 
“It is my great pleasure to in­ 
form you that I have airmailed 
you a “tiny” gift as a token of 
my gratitude to you and your 
college. We call it “ Carp 
Streamer” in Japan, and the 
parents of Japanese sons hoist 
them high in the sky in May 
each year to encourage bravery 
and loyalty in Japanese boys.”

SACRAMENTO (H PI) - 
Democratic front runner Jim ­ 
my Carter will campaign in 
California May 20-21 and hopes 
to ra ise $250,000 a t two 
fundraising dinners in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco on 
those days, his western states 
campaign manager says. 
Ben Goddard, a New Mexico- 
based political consultant. 
W ednesday also said Carter ex­ 
pects to spend $450,000 of his 
minimum $500,000 California 
presidential campaign budget 
on media advertising. 
Goodard told reporters that 
following the May 20-21 Cali­ 
fornia appearances, the former 
Georgia governor hopes to 
return to the state at least once 
more before the June 8 primary 
election 
He said the fundraising din­ 
ners in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco will be $125-per-plate 
affairs. 
Previously. Goddard dis­ 
closed a ’‘bottom line” Cali­ 
fornia campaign budget of sl­ 
ightly more than $500,000 for 
C arter, whom he forecast 
would “do very well” against 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr. on 
the governor's home political 
turf. 
In response to questions 
Wednesday. Goddard, who de­ 
clined to forecast a California 
victory for Carter, said the 
campaign expects to purchase 
$450,000 in advertising, most of 


it on television. 
“That s our biggest expen­ 
diture.” Goddard said. 
Brown’s campaign chairman. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy. has said the governor 
should raise up to $750,000 to 
finance the California phase of 
his White House effort and 
national convention activities. 
Goddard term ed the Cali­ 
fornia primary important but 
not crucial to Carter, adding: 
"I don't think that even if we 
were beaten in California that

California delegation to the 
national convention which will 
be apportioned among the can­ 
didates based on the p er­ 
centage of the popular vote 
each receives in the 43 congres­ 
sional districts.

“ It looks like the organiza­ 
tions want to take in Jerry 
Brown.”

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Property tax reform proposals 
pour out of legislative panels 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Pressed by deadlines, multi­ 
million dollar property tax 
reform proposals poured out of 
legislative tax committees like 
they were a dime a dozen 
Wednesday. 
The election-year measures 
ranged from a $1.9 billion bill to 
eliminate property taxes on all 
owner-occupied homes to a $200 
m illion m easu re c u ttin g 
property taxes by two-thirds for 
the elderly. 
While most of the attention 
Wednesday in the Revenue and 
Taxation Committees of both 
houses centered on vote-getting 
“reforms,” not all of the effort 
was designed to please tax­ 
payers. 


Among the bills to win ap­ 
proval was a huge school 
finance measure (AB2896) by 
Assembly Education Commit­ 
tee Chairman Leroy F. Greene, 
D-Sacramento, that would im­ 


pose $190 million in new taxes 
on homeowners. 
Here is a summary of some of 
the key action which occurred 
as legislation stacked up under 
a Friday deadline for being 
reported out of initial commit­ 
tees for hearings before fiscal 
committees: 
— The most revolutionary 
measure was the proposed con- 
s titu tio n a l 
am en d m e n t 
(SCA54) offered by Sen. Peter 
H. Behr, R-Tiburon, to abolish 
property taxes on owner- 
occupied homes. Homeowners, 
instead, would pay a 20 per cent 
income tax surcharge and new 
home buyers would pay an ex­ 
tra five per cent transfer tax. 
The $1.9 billion tax shift 
measure was endorsed by the 
Senate committee on a 5-3 vote. 
— The school finance bill by 
Greene, which would impose 
countywide property taxes to 
pay local costs for education, 
was endorsed by the Assembly 


committee on a 7-4 vote. It also 
contained $100 million-a-year 
extra in state aid for low wealth 
schools. 
The proposal was described 
as an effort to meet a court 
decision ordering an end to the 
present district-by-district tax­ 
ing which results in unequal 
school financing. Greene said 
the bill would reduce the 
current 60-to-l disparity be­ 
tween spending by the wealthi­ 
est and poorest districts to a 
margin of 11-to-l. 
— Also approved by the As­ 
sembly committee was a bill 
(AB3861) by Assemblyman 
Jerry Lewis, R-Highland, to 
reduce property tax bills for 
homeowners age 62 or older by 
about 66 per cent on the 
average, to be financed by an 
estimated $200 increase in in­ 
come tax for the wealthiest 
Californians. The vote was 8-0. 
— The Senate committee ap­ 
proved a pair of bills on 5-0 
votes to enlarge property tax 


breaks for all homeowners. 
Financing, again, would be ac­ 
complished by income tax in­ 
creases. 
The most sweeping measure 
(SB2000) was sponsored by Sen. 
Ruben Ayala, D-Chino, and 
would result in an overall $439 
million tax shift. The second 
bill (SB1674), sponsored by 
Com mittee Chairm an John 
Holmdahl, D-Castro Valley, 
proposed a $323 million shift, to 
be financed partly from a state 
budget surplus. 
— Not so fortunate was a 
proposed rewrite of all Cali­ 
fornia tax laws (ACA92) spon­ 
s o re d by A sse m b ly m a n 
Lawrence Kapiloff and a hand­ 
ful of other tax proposals, all of 
which were shelved by the As­ 
sembly committee. 
The last major property tax 
reform in C alifornia was 
enacted in 1972 after almost two 
years of negotiations between 
leg islato rs and then Gov. 
Ronald Reagan.

Man on trial for favoring 
dog over crew in life boat 


CAMDEN (UPI) - Cyril 
LaBrecque allegedly refused to 
throw his 80-pound dog over­ 
board so two crewman could 
climb into a lifeboat after his 
yacht sank in the chill waters 
xrff the New Jersey coast on 
Jan. 28, 1974. 


Today LaBrecque, 51, of 
Santa Ana, Calif., is on trial for 
manslaughter in U.S. District 
Court in the first federal case of 
its kind since 1842. 


LaBrecque is accused of 
causing the deaths of Bradford 
Blakely, 20, and Paul Sagarino, 
19, both of Wethersfield, Conn., 
who died of exposure after 
clinging to the lifeboat in 43- 
degree water. 


Opening statements by de­ 
fense and prosecution lawyers 
were expected today following 
selection of two alternated 
jurors to hear the case with the 
12 jurors chosen Tuesday. 


LaBrecque, his wife and a 
four-man crew were taking 
their 61-foot schooner, the 
“ Sadie and Edgar,” from Con­ 
necticut to Florida on a vaca­ 
tion trip when the craft sank 500 
yards off Little Beach Island in 


an electrical storm. 
According to the indictment 
against him, LaBrecque al­ 
legedly refused repeated re­ 
quests to throw his Labrador 
retriever, “ Happer,” off the 
lifeboat and alternate riders on 
the boat. 


A seasoned sailor, LaBrecque 
reportedly told authorities that 
any attempt to rotate the crew 
would cause the boat to capsize, 
and that he could not bear to 
throw the dog overboard. 


After the vessel sank, La­ 
Brecque; his wife, Jessie, 51; 
Michael J. Riker, 20, of South 
Windsor, Conn. who was in­ 
jured; and the dog were in the 
11-foot wooden lifeboat, ac­ 
cording to the indictment. 


Blakely, Sagarino and Navy 
veteran Valentine Bach, 47, of 
Chester, Conn. were forced to 
tie themselves with ropes to the 
edge of the boat and float in the 
freezing waters. 
When it became apparent 
that Blakely and Sagarino had 
died of exposure, Bach strug­ 
gled aboard the craft, accord­ 
ing to the indictment. 
The four survivors were 
rescued IO hours after the 


schooner sank when an oil 
tanker spotted them floating 
five miles off the coast of Atlan­ 
tic City. Blakely and Sagarino’s 
bodies were found tied to the 
boat. 
The U.S. Coast Guard origi­ 
nally investigated the incident 
and recom m ended that no 
criminal action be taken, but 
after a review the case was 
forwarded to the U.S. Attor­ 
ney’s office in Newark. 
Both LaBrecque and his wife 
testified under subpoena last 
May before a federal grand jury 
in Newark, which subsequently 
indicted him on manslaughter 
charges. 
The families of the two vic­ 
tims have also filed a civil suit 
against LaBrecque in Connec­ 
ticu t, seekin g to recover 
damages. 


LaBrecque was also charged 
with negligence in maintaining 
the 29-year-old converted fish­ 
ing schooner.

Now he’s embarrassed and staggered by the 
aftermath. 
He’s flooded with mail, including letters from 
former President Nixon, presidential candidate 
George Wallace, and throngs of fans, He has not 
yet heard from the White House, but he said a 
presidential aide told him a “message was in the 
mail or I’d hear from the President by phone.” 
“It s staggering to think that that many people 
took the time to write to m e,” he said. “I’m very 
proud about the whole situation. I was a little 
embarrassed. 
“The reason why I did it goes with the way I 
was brought up by my parents, the schooling, the 
respect I have for the American flag and for this 
country. The flag was presented to me as 
something other than an item you decorate a 
room with or run up a flagpole in front of your 
house. 
“I think there were 25,000 people or so in the 
park and I honestly believe that if the same peo­ 
ple had been in the same geographical location 
on the field, I feel that many many there would 
have taken the same action that I did, and 


hopefully that they would. 
“I don’t like to see people use the United 
States of America and the flag that represents it 
or the integrity of the game of baseball to see 
somebody make a demonstration of that sort.” 
Monday said his three-year-old son saw a 
photograph of the incident in a newspaper and 
asked him, ‘Daddy, is that you?’ I told him yes, 
and what was going on. and he said, ‘Are they 
naughty men?’

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
legislation to help doctors 
through the medical malprac­ 
tice insurance crisis by lower­ 
ing premiums has passed its 
first legislative test. 
The measure (AB2939) won 
approval Wednesday of the As­ 
sembly Finance and Insurance 
Committee on a 9-1 vote. It was 
sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
But a spokesman for the 
25,000-member California Medi­ 
cal Association said it would at­ 
tempt to block the proposal in 
the next committee if support­ 
ers tried to vote on it before the 
CMA membership voiced an 
opinion on the legislation. 
A CMA spokesman said the 
organization was preparing to 
poll its members on whether 
they could accept ihe legisla­ 
tion. 
The compromise plan, which 
would allow doctors a choice 
between between two state- 
operated insurance funds, origi­ 
nally included provisions which 
required doctors to provide free 
or reduced cost care to the 
poor. But they were taken out in 
attempt to win support of physi­ 
cians 
"This measure really puts the 
state in the insurance busi­ 
ness,’’ said Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam Lancaster, R-Covina, 
Responding to the statement, 
Assembly Democratic Floor 
Leader Howard Berman, who is 
carrying the m easure for 
Brown, said, “ It will put the 
state in the business of manag­ 
ing an insurance fund." 


B erm an of Los Angeles 
emphasized that no taxpayers’ 
money will be used in the funds 
and the state will not be direct­ 
ly involved in underwriting the 
risk of losses. 
Under the proposal, Califor­ 
nia’s 30,000 doctors would be 
asked to vote on whether they 
wanted a state-operated, doctor 
financed mandatory insurance 
fund. Sixty per cent of those 
responding would have to agree 
to the fund before it would be 
activated. 
If that failed, the doctors 
would have another alternative 
to join a state-managed volun­ 
tary insurance pool. But 18,000 
doctors would have to sign up 
before the fund would begin. 
Both funds are designed to 
provide an average premium 
the first year of about $4,000, 
far below what is annually paid 
by doctors for their insurance 
premiums. The cost in the 
voluntary plan would be higher 
than the mandatory plan. 
Some California doctors, who 
staged two strikes to protest 
the skyrocketing cost of medi­ 
cal m alpractice insurance 
premiums, now pay as much as 
$35,000 a year for coverage. 
The mandatory fund, Berman 
said, includes a provision for 15 
per cent premium increases 
each year, while the voluntary 
fund would have annual in­ 
creases of as much as 25 per 
cent. 
A major reason the state- 
operated fund could provide 
lower premiums is because it 
could bypass the mandatory 
reserves required by private in­ 
surance companies.

The beginnings of the Scopes 
affair which headlined the new­ 
spapers for weeks were in a 
conversation at a soda fountain 
one hot, sultry day in Dayton 
between a high school biology 
teacher named John Scopes and 
his friend, George Rappelyea, a 
mining engineer. 
Rappelyea suggested that 
Scopes make a test case of a 
new state Evolution law which 
forbade the teaching of 
Darwin’s theory of evolution. 
When Scopes agreed, the case 
snowballed into the equivalent 
of a three-ring circus. As 
William Jennings Bryan 
volunteered to handle the 
prosecution and Clarence 
Darrow, the defense, reporters

and writers like H L. Mencken, 
Will Rogers and Bugs Baer 
poured into Dayton to report 
the colorful affair for the 
nation s press. 
Williams Jennings Bryan had 
been a popular hero since 1896, 
when, at the Democratic 
national convention in Chicago 
he had his famous speech ad­ 
vocating the silver standard, 
which concluded, “You shall 
not press down upon the brow of 
labor this crown of thorns, you 
shall not crucify mankind upon 
a cross of gold.” His oratory 
brought him a standing ovation 
and resulted in his nomination 
for President. 
By 1925, he had been 
nominated three times for the 
Presidency. Although the na­ 
tion consistently rejected his 
candidacy, it adopted many of 
his reforms: the income tax, 
popular election of senators, 
feminine suffrage, public 
knowledge of new spaper 
ownership and prohibition. At 
the time of the Scopes trial, 
Bryan commanded a wide­ 
spread following for his defense 
of fundamentalism and the 
precepts of the Bible. 
Clarence Darrow was the 
Chicago attorney who had just 
headed the defense in the 
celebrated Leopold-Loeb case 
an had achieved national 
prominence for championing 


the rights of the worker, the 
Negro, and for his battle 
against capital punishment. He 
was respected for his brilliance 
and integrity as a trial lawyer, 
intellectual, and liberal. 
As these two oratorical' 
giants each known for his 
rhetoric and sincerity battled 
in the Tennessee court room, 
the verbatim testimony of the 
t r i a l was re ad hu n g rily 
throughout the world. 
Meanwhile Dayton itself 
began to assume the aspect of a 
c a r n iv a l as s i g h t s e e r s , 
reporters, lemonade vendors 
and revivalists all poured in to 
partake of the most exciting 
courtroom battle of the cen­ 
tury. Western Union rushed in 
22 a d d itio n a l telep h o n e 
operators, Chicago’s radio sta­ 
tion WGN organized a radio 
hook-up, and merchants did a 
brisk business selling monkeys 
to the tourists as excitement 
mounted. 
The once sleepy village of 
Dayton was burning with the 
evolution topic. At a mass 
meeting, George Rappelyea 
openly declared that he sub­ 
scribed to the Darwinian 
theory. A man in the audience, 
the village barber, felt that this 
was going too far. Rushing to 
the platform, he shook a finger 
in the speaker’s face and 
shouted: “You can’t say that 


my 
f a m i l y c a m e f r o m 
monkeys.’’ To emphasize 
further his fundamentalism, he 
bit Rappelyea on the hand. 
Thereafter the man was known 
as the man-biting barber and 
was chided by national new­ 
spapers for “making a monkey 
of himself.” 
The “monkey trial,” as it was 
called, was brought to a halt 
when the judge refused to per­ 
mit the defense to produce ad­ 
ditional scientific testimony, 
and Scopes was found guilty and 
fined $100. The fine was paid by 
a Baltimore newspaper, and 
Scopes sank back into grateful 
obscurity. He moved to another 
state where he became a 
geologist.

Pesticide 
warning given 


Sant a B a r b a r a County 
growers are advised to read the 
labels of pesticides used in their 
pest 
c o nt r o l 
p r o g r a m s , 
G r a y d o n 
H a l l , 
C o u nt y 
agricultural com m issioner, 
warned today. Many pesticide 
labels have warning statements 
which prohibit the use of crop 
residues (straw) as livestock 
feed. It is very important that 
growers plan their pest control 
programs with consideration of 
what they may do with these 
crop residues. 


Hall is mainly concerned with 
straw from such crops as seed 
alfalfa, seed clover, beans and 
peas that may be used for 
livestock feed. 
Pesticide labels contain 
r e s t r i c t i v e 
s t a t e m e n t s 
prohibiting use of the straw and 
other byproducts for feed pur­ 
poses. Typical restrictive state­ 
ments found on some pesticide 
labels such as “ Do not use 
treated foliage for feed or 
forage’’ or “ Do not feed forage 
or straw to livestock’’ are 
binding on the grower. Even 
though possession of the straw 
might later be transferred to 
another person, responsibility 
for the ultimate disposition of 
the straw remains with the 
grower. 


“ Growers in doubt about 
labeling restrictions should 
either contact this office or 
their agricultural pest control 
adviser,’’ Hall says. 
Those failing to comply with 
the restrictions on pesticide 
labels violate state law and are 
subject to a maximum fine of 
$500 and other applicable 
penalties.

Two organizations at 
Vandenberg AFB are involved 
with launching the Minuteman 
Intercontinental Ballistic Mis­ 
sile - the First Strategic 
Aerospace Division, a unit of 
the Strategic Air Command, 
and the Space and Missile Test 
Center (SAMTEC) a unit of the 
Air Force Systems Command 
Minuteman II and III ICBMs 
are deployed with SAC units in 
six operational wings thoughout 
the United States. Each missile 
is protected from enemy attack 
in an underground silo. 
Periodically, missiles are 
brought to Vandenberg from 
SAC’s operational wings for 
test firing under simulated 
combat conditions. This 
operational testing is conducted 
from silos and launch control 
facilities that exactly duplicate 
the facilities in the operational 
wings.

The Space and Missile Test 
Center is using surplus 
Minuteman I ICBMs, which are 
no longer on operational alert, 
as boosters for the testing of ex­ 
perimental re-entry vehicles 
(RV). The Minuteman I is a 
good choice for a booster as 
many of the concepts in RV 
technology being tested may be 
incorporated 
into 
the 
operational force of Minuteman 
lls and Ills. 
These Minuteman Is are not 
launched under simulated com­ 
bat conditions. Re-entry vehicle 
testing is conducted by the 
Ballistic Payloads Division of 
SAMTEC’s 6595th Missile Test 
Group. The Group has overall 
responsibility for research and 
development testing of ballistic 
missile systems. 
Modifications have been 
made to two of the fourteen 
Minuteman launch facilities at 
Vandenberg to accommodate 
RV testing. The m ajor 
modification was the removal 
of the launcher closure door, 
ballistic actuators, buffers and 
related equipment, and the 
raising of the missile suspen­ 
sion system which allows the 
top 20 feet of the missile to ex-

tend above the top of the silo. 
The main reason for modify­ 
ing the launch facilities was to 
remove the RV from the launch 
tube environment. Because the 
RV’s performance is being 
carefully studied, special in­ 
struments are installed to 
gather data during the flight. 
This makes the RV more sen­ 
sitive in addition to increasing 
the cost. Heat and gas dynamic 
pressure generated during 
launch, with the RV in the silo, 
can damage the RVs. 
The silo floor was raised by 
removing the original missile 
suspension system, filling the 
bottom of the silo with sand, a 
layer of concrete, a steel plate 
and installing a hard missile 
suspension system. Hie work 
was done by Steams Roger 
Inc., of Denver, over a two-year 
period. 
Associated with the silo 
modifications was the installa­ 
tion of additional communica­ 


tion and electronic equipment 
associated with the programs 
beinjg tested. A movable 
building was constructed over 
the top of the silo to provide en­ 
vironmental protection for the 
missile and support equipment. 
A side benefit gained by rais­ 
ing the missile is easier access 
to the RV and the guidance and 
control unit which is located 
just below it. These two units 
make up the top 12 feet of the 
missile and are readily accessi­ 
ble with the upper portion of the 
missile above the top of the silo. 
In an operational configuration, 
access to these units is possible 
only by lowering a maintenance 
crew into the silo. 
Although two Air Force units 
launch Minuteman ICBMs from 
Vandenberg AFB, not every 
Minuteman begins its flight 
down the Western Test Range 
with a 90-ton launcher closure 
door sliding open an instant 
before the missile’s solid 


propellant motor fires, sending 
silo. Some of the missiles have 
the missile streaking from the 
a 20-foot head start.

The $1,000 that influence ped­ 
dler Phil Regan turned over to 
a Santa Barbara public rela­ 
tions man in a bribery-related 
case resulting in a prison 
sentence for Regan might con­ 
ceivably be given back to 
R£gan on a claim, or deemed as 
contraband, now that the 
former singer and actor is free 
again. 
It was learned recently that 
Regan, who was released from 
state prison after his incarcera­ 
tion slightly less than a year 
ago. engaged legal counsel in 
Santa Barbara to try to recover 
the money. 
But the money — which has 
rested in the evidence vault of 
the county clerk’s office in 
Santa Barbara Courthouse 
since Regan’s trial three years 
ago — can't be “ disposed of” in 
any way for almost another 
year, it was learned today. 


Kenneth Pettit, chief clerk of 
the Superior Court division, 
said the court “ is the 
custodian” of all court exhibits 
such as the money was in the 
Regan case. 


How well are the massive of­ 
fshore drilling platforms in the 
Santa Barbara Channel holding 
up after years of storm and 
stress fighting a resistless 
ocean? 
And should there be measures 
considered at this time toward 
refitting or shoring up of the 
drilling platforms which range 
from off Carpinteria to Pt. 
Conception area to be on the 
safe side, in case of sharp 
earthquakes which could come 
at any time? 


These questions have arisen 
in the minds ot some county of­ 
ficials. who feel the State Lands 
Division should consider them 
when it holds a public hearing 
in Santa Barbara Saturday 
covering an Environmental Im­ 
pact Report for 36 new oil wells 
, proposed by Standard Oil Co. 
from Platforms Hope, Heidi, 
Hilda and Hazel off the South 
Coast. 


Standard Oil has applied to 
the State Lands Commission for 
permission to drill the 36 ad­ 
ditional wells from the four 
platforms. A full-scale En­ 
vironmental Impact Report 
was required after original 
proposals for a small-scale 
report were made. 
County environmental and 
public works officals have now 


filed reports showing that fuller 
information seems needed in 
the area of seismic hazards, as 
well as air quality. 
County Environmental 
Quality Coordinator Albert F. 
Reynolds said the EIR points 
out that Standard Oil claims 
earthquakes with magnitude 
less than 6 “ would be resisted 
within normal design loads” on 
the platforms. 
“ But how would the plat­ 
forms withstand possible 6.5 
magnitude earthquake on the 
two nearest faults two miles 
away and possibly 7.5 
magnitude earthquakes on 
faults located IO miles away?” 
asked Reynolds. 
Reynolds said the EIR con­ 
tains “ no mitigation measures 
recommended for refitting or 
shoring up of platforms to bring 
them up to adequate strength to 
withstand large magnitude 
earthquakes or otherwise deal 
with the issue.” 
Public Works engineering 
geologist Ray M Coudray in a 
memorandum filed with 
Reynolds also said he felt there 
were “ several aspects of 
seismic concern which need to 
be amplified.” 
He said there was possibility 
of shallow faults becoming ac­ 
tivated during reservoir 
development

Pettit said he had no 
knowledge of any claim being 
made as yet for the money. 


Palmer, an ex-Santa Barbara 
newspaper reporter who more 
recently has been serving as a 
consultant for the Santa Bar­ 
bara News and Review, could 
not be contacted immediately 
as to whether he had any in­ 
terest in the money. At the new­ 
spaper office it was said he was 
on “ sort of leave of absence.”

Newspapers and television 
brim this bicentennial year 
with the names of John Han­ 
cock, Samuel Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson. But who 
remembers John Billings or 
John DeMeritt or Zebulon 
Pike? 
In Lompoc at least someone 
knows that Billings - as true a 
patriot as Patrick Henry — 
fought at the Battle of Lex­ 
ington and could have been the 
unknown soul who fired “ the 
shot heard around the world ’ 
Someone else in town hasn’t 
forgotten that DeMeritt hauled 
gunpower sixty miles to the 
Battle of Bunker Hill where it 
was said, “ Don’t fire until you 
see the whites of their eyes ’’ 
(So what if the British Redcoats 
won that engagement? They 
lost the war.) 
And Zebulon Pike played a 
role that helped win American 
independence from England. 
Ask Mrs. William Harris of 4474 
Sirius in Vandenberg Village. 
She will tell you that Pike com­ 
manded a company of cavaliers 
during the Revolutionary War 
and that his commissions to 
captain and major were signed 
by George Washington and his 
promotion to colonel was signed 
by Thomas Jefferson. 
Mrs. Harris.is regent of the 
local chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and 
Pike was a direct ancestor of 
hers. 
She, in fact, has 12 ancestors 
who fought in the American 
Revolution or otherwise con­ 
tributed to it. Besides Pike, 
there was James Allen, a 
member of Capt. Patterson’s 
company of Augusta County 
Virginia Militia; James Brown 
who served in the New York 
militia; Benjamin Ross, a 
private in the Pennsylvania 
Continental Line; and eight 
others. 
Billings and DeMeritt are 
someone else’s ancestors. The 
veteran of Lexington is claimed 
by Mrs. James C. Draper of 221 
North Z St. The old gunpowder 
smuggler belongs to the family 
of Mrs. Myrna DeMeritt Seavy 
of 900 E. Oak Ave. 
Both women are also 
members of the DAR. Ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Harris, there 
are 11 DAR women in the Lom­ 
poc area who have one or more 
ancestors who participated in 
the American Revolution. 
“ I think there are probably 
quite a few people in Lompoc 
who are eligible to join the DAR 
if they were interested. We’d be 
happy to hear from them,” she 
said. 
To become a DAR member, a 
woman has to prove one of her 
direct ancestors — not an uncle 
or an aunt — “ contributed to 
the cause of the American 
Revolution.” 
“ This means they could have 
served in the military or 
donated money or supplies,” 
stated Mrs. Harris. “ Most of 
them fought; they had no 
money or supplies. Back then 
the English were wandering 
around, so you fought to protect 
your own home.” 
Proof of ancestor participa­ 
tion is established through 
census, wills and land records 
as well as military records, 
Mrs. Harris said. The DAR 
headquarters in Washington has

“ I think he was called there, 
but I don’t know what day he

got there. Probably he got there 
after the shot was fired. In 
those days that was quite a dis­ 
tance to travel,” said Mrs. 
Draper, relating that Billings 
had lived in Amherst, Mass., 
about 50 miles from Lexington. 
Mrs. Seavy found that her 
ancestor, Major John DeMeritt, 
had hauled gunpowder, via ox­ 
en, 60 miles to the Battle of 
Bunker Hill. DeMeritt and 
other Sons of Liberty members 
“ liberated” this important war 
material from British stores in 
Portsmputh. 
The Americans lost the battle 
when they ran out of ammuni­ 
tion and the British seized the 
hill.

The June 8 primary election

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Jerry Brown, candidate 


SACRAMENTO - Candidate for 
President of the United States. Age. 38. 
Experience: four years as secretary of 
state of California, one year and three 
months as governor. For Edmund G. 
(Jerry) Brown Jr., the antipolitician, 
this has an improbable sound. 
Campaigning in Maryland, one of the 
t h r e e 
s t a t e w i d e 
primaries in which he 
is entered, is a venture 
that seem s out of 
character. I talked 
with him just before 
his first sortie — ac­ 
tually the first time he 
has gone beyond the 
boundaries of his state 
— and there was a 
sense that he himself 
feels it is a bit im­ 
probable. 
For he has kept a 
low profile and all of us in the commen­ 
tating business have made the 
pilgrimage to Sacramento to write 
columns about the governor who spurns 
the perks of office — the shiny black 
limousines, the private jets, the gover­ 
nor’s mansion that stands empty — to 
live a bachelor life in a small pad near 
the capitol. 
He liked to talk then about Zen Bud­ 
dhism and it.> relation to the exercises of 
Ignatius of Loyola in the search for 
transcendence His brilliant grounding in 
history and the law was a challenge to all 
debaters, 
But .jerry Brown is in the campaign 
now and he can speak the language of the 
candidate. The California poll gives him 
a rating of 47 per cent in his own state. 
He says the polls show he could defeat 
President Ford in California by a margin 
of 53 to 38 
At the same time he knows that if he 
should be nominated at the New York 
convention it would be like a sudden bolt 
of lightning out of a dark and troubled 
sky. The odds at the present moment are 
beyond any bookmakers in this year of 
almost unprecedented uncertainty. 
This is not to say that Brown belittles 
his chances. knowing that he has been 
rated as the hottest new property in the 
Democratic party They want something 
new. he says. They're tired of these old 
bureaus that seems to run the govern­ 
ment without direction from anybody. 
The same criticism goes, in Jerry 
Brown’s view, for America’s foreign 
policy. For IO years it has been 
repetitive, sterile. We’ve got to do 
something about raw materials that are 
in scarce* supply, he says. This means we 
will have to work with other countries on 
a different basis, a basis that takes into 
account their needs as well as ours. 
Brown looks back to the Marshall plan 
and the great era of our leadership, 
brushing aside the doubter's observation 
that that was in the full flush of 
America's wealth and power. We’re rich 
now if we would only use our wealth, is 
his response 
Although this candidate looks younger 
than his years, with a little grey edging 
his black hair, there is a sense of 
strength in tight reserve When he is 
stimulated his eyes flash and he speaks 
rapidly and intensely. He is a young 
hawk stirred suddenly to life. 
But what has he done in 15 months in 
the governorship** That is the question 
put by many Democrats in the state who 
are skeptical of his role-playing. 
They complain, too. of his refusal to 
participate in party gatherings and point 
to his deliberate absence from a meeting 
of leaders in Los Angeles who were try­ 
ing to get the Democratic convention 
there If there aren’t enough hotel rooms 
for all the delegates. Brown said, they 
can sleep in church basements. That 
aroused the wrath of many, who blamed 
him for the fact that Los Angeles lost the 
bid for the convention. 
Gray Davis, the governor’s young ad­ 
ministrative assistant, has compiled a 
list of achievements ranging from slow­ 
ing the growth of state government to 
creating an Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board to provide collective bargaining 
rights for farm workers. In his two 
budgets thus far there have been no tax 
increases 


The Vice Presidency? No one runs for 
Vice President. Not much use in talking 
about it. It is known, however, that Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, if he should be the 
nominee, rates Brown second or third as 
his choice for the No. 2 spot. 
Cynics in California critical 
of 
Brown’s record — or lack of a record — 
so far believe that he would like to move 
on. even if that means moving to the of­ 
fice that has been so belittled in the past. 


He would escape responsibility for the 
reforms being pressed on the state from 
left and right, they feel. 
It would be a new field with unlimited 
opportunity to explore the bigness of 
government that he deplores and at 38 he 
would be young enough to be a candidate 
for the presidencey in 1980 or 1984. The 
maturing process could bring profound 
changes in this young Lochinvar out of 
the west.

Parents will decide 


The central issue before parents in the 
Los Berros School attendance area 
tonight is, what’s going to happen to the 
Early Childhood Education program in 
the fall? 
Some school administrators and par­ 
ticipants in the program elsewhere, are 
fearful that the parents will turn thumbs 
down on the program. 
If that happens, a cou­ 
ple of questions will 
arise: for example, 
should the school 
b o a rd heed t h a t 
plebiscite and cancel 
plans to implement 
the ECK at Los Berros 
in the fall? or go ahead 
anyway with the 
plans? Also, what 
would be the state 
d e p a r t m e n t 
of 
education's 
response 
to an adverse vote by parents? 


The answers to these questions may 
already have been stated. Dr. James 
Nelson of the department of education in 
Sacramento has said the ECE legislation 
contains a requirement for parent ap­ 
proval before the state will fund the 
program. At the same time. Nelson 
seems to leave the door open to district 
designating a school for the ECE and 
thus mandating its implementation. That 
seems unlikely. At least one school 
trustee has said there will be no effort to 
ram the program down anyone's throat. 
if they don't want it. 
So it goes. When Wilson Riles first in­ 
troduced his program to the department 
of education, he emphasized the goal of 
parent participation. Some observers 
even said Riles’ real target out aside 
from the children themselves, was the 
home and the parents The goal, ac­ 


cording to program outlines calls for a 
minimum of one adult (teacher, aide or 
parent) for each IO students. 
Experience has been hectic. In order 
to gain that level of participation, Los 
Padres School had a parent coordinator, 
whose job it was to be constantly in 
search of more parents. 
In the words of one administrator, 
there never seems to be enough parents, 
willing and able to participate. There has 
been some circulation of parent concerns 
about the ECE program, but not much 
definitive material indicating what the 
attitude of parents actually is. 
The position of the district parents’ ad­ 
visory committee is also unclear. A posi­ 
tion statement in a sense, which was 
written by the committee some days ago 
was being returned to the committee for 
review and possible clarification. As it 
stood Wednesday, according to one ad­ 
ministrator the committee wanted the 
school board to adopt a policy on 
procedures for handling ECE generally 
and to designate schools for the program 
providing the parents wanted ^t. In the 
view of one administrator, the proposed 
policy was essentially what already ex­ 
ists without being spelled out. In other 
words, a vote of the parents will be taken 
to determine whether Los Berros is to 
get ECE in the fall. 
There is another possibility: everyone 
could elect to stay out of the program in 
the fall and use the next school year to 
prepare for the advent of the program a 
year from now. 
Whatever happens tonight and in the 
days to come as a result of that happen­ 
ing. one thing is sure: In a very real 
sense, a lot of parents, both in the Los 
Berros area and within the districtwide 
advisory committee, now have the ex­ 
perience of participating in the decision­ 
making process.

A couple of weeks ago. according to 
the commercial calendar of special 
events m aintained by the Lompoc 
Record’s Display Advertising Depart­ 
ment. the country celebrated National 
Library Week. 
I missed out on getting the word about 
any big observance, so I just strolled 
over to Lompoc Public 
Library to celebrate. 
It was a quiet sort of 
celebration. After all. 
what other kind would 
it be in a library? 
As I browsed among 
the shelves and stacks 
of books, trying to 
think of a way to com­ 
memorate the occa­ 
sion in a manner befit­ 
ting so pedantic an 
observance, without 
disturbing any of the 
other patrons, it occurred to me that 
some of the earlier authors missed a 
great opportunity. 
Nowadays we find that sequels to first 
books often are more popular than the 
original stories. For instance. “Tile Don 
Flows H om e” was much m ore 
noticeable on bookshelves than “Quiet 
Flows the Don. ” 
Far more people flocked to the 
bookstores and libraries to pick up 
“Return to Peyton Place" than there 
were who read the original version. 
If the writers of some of our classics of 
literature had thought of this gimmick in 
their day. think what we might have 
today: 


"A Tale of Three Cities" by Charles 
Dickens. 
“Two and a Half Years Before the 
Mast" by Richard Henry Dana. 
“Son of the Last of the Mohicans" by 
James F. Cooper. 
“ Bigger Women" by Louisa Mae 
Alcott. 
“The Three Musketeers Plus Two" by 
Alexander Dumas. 
And on and on you could go. 
Well, you have to admit that it was a 
quiet way to celebrate Library Week. 


Speaking of celebrating special weeks, 
did you hear about the member of the 
National Rifle Association who 
celebrates National Gun Week every 
year by going out and getting loaded? 


I was confronted during the recess in 
the Lompoc City Council meeting Tues­ 
day night by someone who wanted to 
know if I was the perpetrator of the 
somewhat punny headline in Tuesday’s 
paper that said “Shocking error found in 
new electrical code."

Another one that I wrote several years 
ago that gained some attention in the 
news media magazines dealt with the 
situation in Palomares, Spain, when the 
United States lost a hydrogen bomb in 
the Mediterranean Sea. The relations 
were tense for quite some time as 
Spanish citizens feared what might hap­ 
pen if the bomb were not recovered or if 
a nuclear accident were to have resulted. 
Eventually the story had a happy 
ending, and on a dispatch telling of the 
easing of the tension, my heading was: 
THE STRAIN IN SPAIN 
IS MAINLY ON THE WANE 
Finally, another one that I wrote con­ 
cerned the unusual turnaround in politics 
that occurred in Alabama when George 
Wallace, prohibited by state law from 
succeeding himself as governor, ran for 
lieutenant governor on the same ticket 
with his wife, Lurleen, as the guber­ 
natorial candidate. 
That headline was: 
BEDFELLOWS MAKE 
STRANGE POLITICS

Dear Sir: 
Having been appointed as an impartial 
member of the twelve-member SOS 
committee. I have had the unique ex­ 
perience of being expected to both views 
first hand regarding the recent school 
closures, however, with the voting for 
the present recall movement my active 
involvement was terminated voluntarily. 
My feelings then, as now, remain the 
same — strong opposition to recall. 
I do not support the closure of 
Miguelito and La Mesa schools, and 
school closures would be my last option 
of choices for the purpose of cost savings 
It must also be stated in all fairness that 
the original members of the SOS com­ 
mittee looked into every recourse prior 
to arriving to the recall decision. 
As many have probably found out, 
knowledgeable persons to replace the 
present Trustees will not be a quick or 
simple task. On the other hand, there are 
those who would like to gain the position, 
who have just begun to address 
themselves to critical issues, very pos­ 
sibly feeling the present Board might be 
vulnerable and that it is the opportune 
time to implement and further causes 
that could see our educational system 
regress rather than progress. This all un­ 
der the guise of being concerned. 
What has not been mentioned before is, 
for all the supposedly vulnerability of the 
Trustees, it is for certain the voters do 
not fall in this category. Lompoc voters 
have consistently proven to be intelligent 
and quite adept at studying issues, and it 
is to them I direct this information. 
In speaking with Assemblyman Gary 
Hart, he has expressed a desire to 
authorize a referendum process in school 
Districts to allow voters to reverse 
school board policies. A referendum that 
will focus on issues rather than per­ 
sonalities As of now this is not allowed 
by law. Unfortunately this legislation 
will not be available to us before the next 
session begins, and it will not help solve 
the present existing problem. Now is the 
time however, for interested parties to 
write letters of support as well as listing 
the recommendations you would like in­ 
cluded in the wording and the purpose 
this legislation should accomplish 
It is time that we the voters unite and 


aim our energies to a constructive solu­ 
tion on issues that will continue to pre­ 
sent themselves. It is certain we cannot 
resort to recall every time we disagree 
with a Trustee decision, but we can have 
more say in future actions that involve 
us all.

Big Do-It-Yourself Book Market Draws New-Breed Publishers 


Fueled by double-bar­ 
reled economic pressure, 
consumer demand for do- 
it-yourself books continues 
to outpace the scramble 
among U.S. publishers to 
add new titles to the 2500- 
plus already on the market. 
While gross sales of all 
books almost doubled dur­ 
ing the past decade, growth 
in the “how-to” segment of 
the industry quadrupled 
during the same period. 
Much of the sales im­ 
petus comes from new- 
breed DIY books produced 
by some big corporate pub­ 
lishing names who hereto­ 
fore avoided the field. 
Within the past several 
years, attractively-pack- 
aged and mass-merchan­ 
dised new titles appealing 
to women and novice 
craftsmen have proliferated 
in supermarkets, depart­ 
ment stores and home im­ 
provement centers. 
All have prospered—one 
is in a fifth printing—and 
are making solid contribu­ 
tions to corporate earnings. 
Some book marketing 
men in the DIY field, long 
accustomed to the family- 
handyman-type customer, 
seem somewhat miffed by 
the new ground rules. 
“Our guy already knows 
the difference between a 
router and a hacksaw,” said 
the sales guru of an estab­ 
lishment DIY publisher, 
“he’d get turned off if we 
held his hand.” 
Marketers for the new- 
breed DIY books disagree 
with this customer profile, 
while frankly admitting the 
new format is targeted on 
women and newcomers. 
“We are selling the ex­ 
perienced home craftsman 
as well as the newcomer,” 
said a spokesman for Sig­ 
nal Marketing Corp., the 
Long Island-based com­ 
pany that recently quarter- 
backed a successful pro­ 
motion of a 16-volume set 


of Family Circle’s DIY’s. 
The success of this ap­ 
proach can’t be denied. A 
comprehensive, single-vol­ 
ume Reader’s Digest DIY 
manual is in a fifth print­ 
ing. It sold out the bulk of 
four printings through an 
extensive direct mail pro­ 
motion from house lists at 
$15.95 per copy. 
The 3M Company is a 
new entry in the DIY mar­ 
ket. Familiar to DIY fans 
through an extensive con­ 
sumer product line of adhe­ 
sives, abrasives, and tapes, 
it is a newcomer to the con­ 
sumer publishing field. But, 
its 10-volume, soft cover 
“Home Pro” do-it-yourself 
guides at $2.98 per volume 
are backed by over 40 years 
experience in DIY products 
and feature a markedly dif­ 
ferent content approach. 
Before embarking on the 
book project more than a 
year ago, the company’s re­ 
searchers came up with 
basic project classifications 
indicating areas of greatest 
consumer interest. 
This approach solved 
several consumer gripes un­ 
covered in the test markets: 
(I) Its not necessary to 
buy sets of books to collect 
all pertinent information 
for completion of a home 
repair project. (2) No leaf­ 
ing through several vol­ 
umes for all project infor­ 
mation as in the alphabe­ 
tized, encyclopedia-type 
manual. (3) The unusual 
size of the “Home Pro” 
books (8 inches wide by 
5% inches long) allows use 
right on the job site. 
3M books focus on how 
much instructional data 
can be retained by the 
average person and turned 
into a performance factor 
in a 30-second period. Each 
30-second factor is trans­ 
lated into the books as a 
step in the instructional 
path, ending in final com­ 
pletion of a home repair 


project. 
The company markets the 
book through its own con­ 
sumer marketing organiza­ 
tion. Outlets include de­ 
partment hardware, paint 
and mass-merchandising 
stores plus home improve­ 
ment centers, lumber yards 
and building supply re­ 
tailers. 
The stringent market re­ 
search carried out by 3M 
is in marked contrast to 
publishing industry re­ 
search on the DIY market. 
None of the industry trade 


associations know how 
many DIY titles are in print 
or gross annual sales vol­ 
umes of the titles. 


According to the latest 
Industry Statistics Report 
issued by the Association 
of American Publishers, do- 
it-yourself and how -to 
books are lumped under 
the trade book classifica­ 
tion. This area generated 
total gross sales of $351.5 
million in adult hard and 
soft cover books in 1973. 
Soft cover sales in this cate­ 


gory increased 24.5% in the 
two-year period 1971-1973. 


Market sources willing 
to venture an educated 
guess say that IOX of trade 
book sales or 35 million 
would be a fair estimate of 
DIY and other how-to sales 
gross for 1973. 


Forecasts for 1974 range 
from $40 to $45 million in 
gross volume for DIY pub­ 
lications; topping $60 mil­ 
lion by the end of 1974 
with a 9X net profit return 
after taxes.

Building a new house 
continues to be a very ex­ 
pensive proposition. If the 
location of your house suits 
you, consider remodeling 
rather than building to get 
a house with more 1976 
amenities than you could 
afford in a new house.

Just washing it with 
a sponge and soapy water 
w ill quickly restore its 
freshly painted look. 
Inside the house, there 
are advantages to vinyl sid­ 
ing also.

In these days of rising 
crime, one of the most val­ 
uable

Q: My roofing contractor 
says I need a new roof, but 
I don’t know what kind of 
shingles to have him install.
